He hod twice received the contents 
of a etngle barrel shot guA In the 
hnndm of CbuiVe Fhilkerson, nndl ae 
Futkermon was again loading his gun 
for him fie gave out this Inmentable 
wsril. It was all the result of SmltU’s 
attention to Fulkerson’s wife, If re- 
ports art correct 

Fhilkenaon and Smith were oo-labor- 
^ ers, having worked together at the 
Rockgmri stave factory for the past 
few months. Fkilkeieon had an idea, 
and a correci ome, too, according to 
current reports, that Smith had been 
pmoitig too mnoii attention' to hla, 
Fulkereon’a wife. He pretended he 
'was going hunting and leaving home 
Wednesday morning went to the Isome 
of Warren IgQeheint about haK way 
between Rockport and Ceralvo.

FUlkerson tied tne spot, 
going to his moCher’s two miles from 
Rockport, where be stUi remains.

After hearing tlie 
evidence the Jury returned a verdict 
exonerotlng Fhilkerson from blame. 

Fulkerson ^^'as born amd reared near 
Rnokport and unfortunately ‘has, al- 
ways been of wcBik mentality. Smith 
came to Rockport a tew mootihs ago 
r from Spring Lick. He was a married 
roan, his 'wife at the time of tho trag- 
edy having gone to her toimer home 
near Spring Lick. 

Fulkerson has not been taken Into 
custody and probably win not be as 
be ,has been exonerated from any 
blame for his acts.'

Recalls Guerailla Times When 
the Farmers in Their Ter- 
ror Hid Their Money.

Tbs discovery of money and Jewel- 
ry valued at $30,000 cr more benealfa 
a large stone beartu In. a dilaipMoted 
old residence on the fhrm of H. £. 

Henoley, near Paint Lick lo Oarrard 
county, hoB revived many UirlHlng 
stories of the guerrilla period' Imme- 
diately subsequent to the dyll 'Wt'T. 

Other rich finds that have been 
mode from time to time since th'ose 
uncertain days have beeu brougat to 
the minds of the older cltlxens, many 
at wbokn bad personal experiences 
wKh the various guerrilla bands, wblob 
spread' terror throuvhout Ceotml Ken- 
tucky. 

Tbs noted Miller bnothers, of Ranch 
101, wbo reoently bold thetr pces c a pl on 
to Jolui' >W. Oates for a sum re- 
puted to have been $1,000,000, were 
reared at Orub Onchaixl, a few miles 
■outheast of BanvlUe, end t'nslr out- 
set CO the road to wealth was brought 
about by a rich discovery made by 
their father beneath an old beoirth. 

In a reeidenoe whloh Is still etamUiig 
three miles east cf Crab Orchard, on 
the MIt. Vemon road. « 

In those days George Miller, foif er 
of the millionaire MlUer brothers, was 
a poor huckster. In repairing the 
besrth In the old residence whfcrh bod 
been Intieiited 'by his wife from her 
faither, Jaedesou FMsh, Miller found a 
small kettle ooataining $8,000. The sup- 
position Is that the money had been 
placed there by Fish about the close 
of the war, and having died before 
quiet had been restored the secret 
was never dlvu'.ged. 

lYuat was In 1875 and gave Miller a 
start hii the world. Other large 
amounts have been discovered from 
time to time, buried In various places 
about 'war-time bomea While a large 
peroentage of those wbo burled their 
treasures lived to reolrlm them, still 
many were either killed by the robben* 
or (fled 'witiiicut making known, tiielr 
secrets. 

It Is said t'hat praotically ev'ery fam- 
ily of wealth burled toelr money and 
Jewelry when k're'Dik and Jessie James 
made their wild dash through, Kentucky 
spreading terrier and bloodiehed. When 
the Bank of Columbia was robbed and 
the Casliier killed excltetiient 'become 
so intense tVgt most of those w"o 
bod money to the banks through, this 
section wto'drew It and aouglit out a 
secret biding place tor it. 

At one time the soil of Central Ken- 
tuck held wltliin its bosom rnl'iUons of 
dollars In gold and silver, and >miich 
of tt stHl remains undiscovered. Pre- 
ceding the mad r.TJd. of the Junics 
brothers end tl elr bund, One-Armed 
Sam Berry, wro had been a >nioide«t 
schoolteacher at PerryvlHe In this
